WIRE BRIDGE BLOWN 


AWAY NEAR DAWSON 


Storm Carries Away the 
Suspension 


One Used by Rainey Men In 


Crossing the Yough. 


DAWSON, April 30.— The 
Ralnoy 


bridge located about a quarter ot a 
mile east of Dawson, was blown from 
Its piers yesterday evening about B 
o'clock, 03 a result ot tho heavy wind 
ttartn that raged here. This bridge Is 
owned and was constructed by W. J. 
Kntnoy for tho use of 
the miners 


which work at 
tho Forl. Hill and 


Rjiincy works. Tho miners livo 
at 


Kalneytown and are employed at. Fort 
Hill on the opposite side of the river. 


Jt was a bridge built of heavy wire 


rope, and was reported safe In overy 
respect. The brldgo is now a complain 
wreck, lying on tho cast side of the 
piers and hclit only, by the heavy ropes 
at the wntar's edge. Luckily no onu 
was on tho bridge when the accident 
happened. Tho men arc

to get to their work.
